Berlin to Vote 
‘East or West’ 


BERLIN, (AP)—More than 2,000,000 Berliners will cast 
their first free vote in 14 years Sunday in a municipal election 
which is being watehed closely by the Allied powers as a yard- 
stick of German choice between the eastern and western con- 
cepts of democracy. : 

The election will be held under the precautionary 
vigilance of the four Allied occupying powers to ensure that 
the voting is secret and fair. 

Lt.-Col. Louis Glaser, chief of the political affairs branch of 
the American military government’s Berlin district, said the 
election issue clearly was drawn between the east and the west. 

This was particularly true, he said, because Berlin was the 
one German city where the citizens have experienced and been 
in a position to judge the different kinds of democracy and 
government for which the Allied powers stand.

The Chest Needs More 


There still appears to be some uncer- 
tainty in the minds of some Edmonton peo- 
ple about the unusually high financial ob- 
jeetive set this year for the Community Chest 
Fund. The reason why this objective has 
been raised sharply from $100,000 to $225,- 
000 is not yet thoroughly understood and 
Seems to be the reason why contributions are 
not coming in satisfactorily. 

Actually the explanation is simple and 
convincing. It is this; that the extra $125,- 
000 is for capital expenditures long overdue 
and which ‘will have to be supplied by Ed- 
monton citizens in some way or another. 

‘The depression of the 30's and then 
the war postponed many capital improve- 
ments. The time has come when these 


must be made if community work is to be | 


carried out with any degree of efficiency. 
Thus, the YMCA is compelled to spend 
$50,000 in capital funds, the Salvation Army 
$50,000 and the Canadian National Institute 
for the Blind $25,000. 

Now how are these capital funds to be 
raised? In the ordinary course there would 
be three separate appeals to the public to 
raise these three sums. But Edmonton has 
decided against a multiplicity of appeals. 
Such a multiplicity invites extra cost and 
makes budgetting difficult for donors, 

For this reason the Community Chest 
directors felt that these capital funds should 
be included in the annual appeal, which is 
ordinarily only for maintenance charges. It 
was a wise and sensible decision because if the 
principle of a coordinated appeal is sound in 


the case of maintenance charges, it is equally | 


sound in the case of capital charges. 

That is the reason Edmonton people are 
being asked for $225,000 this year instead of 
the customary $100,000. It is for their own 
convenience in giving. 

If the full quota is not subscribed, Ed- 
monton will have three extra appeals for 
these capital expenditures. 

If citizens want to avoid this return to 
the nuisance of multiple giving, they will 
subscribe the full amount of the Community 
Chest Fund and permit the essential work of 


the YWCA, the Salvation Army, the Insti- 


tute of the Blind and the 25 sister organizat- 
ions to proceed without cessation or embar- 
rassment.

It can- 
not be other than that this route will become 
a permanent and very active sky-way when 
Japan and Canada get back to peacetime con- 
ditions and re-enter world commerce. 

It is no longer necessary to argue that 
planes will carry a large and steadily grow- 
ing share of international passenger, mail 
and express traffic in future, nor that a con- 
siderable volume of urgent and perishable 
freight will also be moved by the overhead 


carriers. This is clearly shown by the sche- | 


duled flights now being made across the 
Atlantic and the Southern Pacific. The North- 
west route will come into its own as the count- 
ries in the Orient settle down; and when and 
as it does, Edmonton will benefit. 

Not less interesting is Mr. King's emphasis 
on the part which air communications will 
play in creating international friendship. If 
Edmonton is on the shortest and safest route 
for commercial aviation to and from the 
Orient, this is also the route which hostile 
planes from those countries could be expected 
to follow in the event of war. People in Ed- 
monton and all Alberta have real and perso- 
nal reasons to hope that only the traffic of 
peace will ever flow along the Northwest 
airway. 


Suicide and Religion 


The most profoundly shocking incident 
of the Nuernburg executions, themselves dis- 
turbing no matter how eagerly one admits the 
justice of them, was the suicide of Hermann 
Goering. The fact that this arch-criminal 
had the opportunity to destroy himself in- 
stead of submitting to the sentence of the 
court has added horror to a scene which 
however necessary is still intensely horrible. 

This sense of shock is being defined in 
various ways. Many of the Germans them- 
selves and others who are interested in ex- 
ploding the myth of martyrdom have said 
that Goering’s suicide brands him as a cow- 
ard unable to face the ordered penalty for 
his crimes. 

Others talk of * cheating the hangman,” 
working themselves into a state of righteous 
indignation ever an act which they conceive

That questinon can only be logically | 
answered through the Christian Faith’s 
view of suicide.

‘Terms Accepted 
By Copper Miners 


OTTAWA, (CP) — Acceptance by 
miners of strike settlement terms at 
Granby Consolidated Mining 
Smelting and Power Co., Copper 
Mountain, B. C., and Britannia Min- 
ing and Smelting Co., Britannia, B. 
C., was announced Friday by Labor 
Minitser Mitchell. 

The two companies were affected 
by a strike called July 3 by the In- 
ternational Union of Mine, Mill and 
Smelter Workers (C.1.0.) which al- 
so involved 10 gold mines in a union 
effort to gain increases of 29 cents 
an hour. 

The copper settlement provides 
for a general increase of eight cents 
an hour for miners and timbermen 
and six cents for other employes. 
Other wage adjustments affect 
bonus plans and differentials for 
certain shifts. The settlement also 
makes provision for collection of 
union dues by a check-off plan. 

The settlement, which affects 750 
workers scheduled to return to work 
next week. followed conciliation ef- 
forts of Mr. Justice Sloan, chief 
justice of British Columbia.

To Fix Store - Closing Hours 


Lively discussion in regard to.a resolution requesting the provincial government to 
make uniform hours of work and closing time for all retail stores within the province, 
highlighted the closing sessions Friday of the 42nd annual convention of the Union 


of Alberta Municipalities 

—. H. TUCKER, retiring pres- 
ident, was chairman and during the 
two-day convention, 22 resolutions 
came up for discussion, 

It was felt by many the compul- 
sory closing of town stores work- 
ed hardship on farmers who could 
not shop until late Saturday even- 
ing Others argued a compulsory 
closing time for all stores would 
do away with the current practice 
where city and town stores must 
close at a certain hour, but those 
outside being allowed to remain 
open to all hours. 

NO COMMON § decision was 
reached, but the convention gen- 
erally favored some compulsory 
closing legislation—one that would 
give on the one hand, adequate 
shopping time for farmers and on 
the other, fair time off, for clerks 
and shop assistants, They were in 
agreement that any law applicable 
to one store must apply to all. 

It was decided that the execu- 
tive hold a watching brief pending 
conclusion of negotiations to be 
undertaken presently between the 
provincial government and the Re- 
tail Merchants’ Association,

First Piece of Wedding Cake 
To Be Shared by Newlyweds 


The bride should remove that centrepiece before cutting the first piece 
of cake. The bridal roses may be left around the base—to be removed by 
those who cut the bottom layer. 

The bride should cut the first piece and share it with her husband, If 
the cake is served at a reception, the bride cuts it, after greeting her 
guests. If it is the dessert at a luncheon or supper, she waits until dessert 
time to cut it. 

Members of the wedding party, then the guests, may cut their own cake 
or a Waiter or some friend of the family may take over the knife. 

The serving of two separate cakes, one for the bride, another for the 
groom, is almost obsolete. Today the bride’s cake is the only one featur- 
ed. Light or dark fruit cakes, pound cakes, silver or golden layer cakes, 
with white or very light pastel frostings are suitable. 

Often at large weddings only the married couple and members of the 
bridal party receive pieces of the bride's cake. Individual pieces of cake, 


in small boxes bearing silver initials—the first letter of the bride’s sur- 
name and the first letter of the bridegroom's in the lower left corner— 
are left where each guest may take one “to dream on.”
